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IMPORTED SIRES 


A. S. HEWITT 
The leading sire list for 1958 makes melancholy reading for American 
Thoroughbred breeders. Eight of the first ten leading sires are imported 
stallions. The highest American bred horse on the list is Tom Fool (5th), 
which owes his position almost entirely to one horse—his son Tim Tam. 
In fact, with two crops running for him, Tom Fool sired only seven win- 





ners. 
The next horse is Olympia (6th), a sprinter who sires sprinters. Out 


of forty six winners, Olympia sired only one stakes winner which won less 
than $75,000.00. Undoubtedly Olympia is a good sire of his kind, but he can 
hardly be expected to exert much long term influence on the American 
stud book. Sprinters who sire sprinters tend to drop out of pedigrees with 
surprising rapidity. Thirty years ago both High Time and Wise Counsellor 
were extremely prolific sires of winners and stakes winners. They were 
both “speed” horses, and today it is rare to find them in pedigrees. 

Thirty years ago, there were only three imported sires among the ten 
leaders, *Sun Briar (6th), *Light Brigade (9th), and *Hourless (10th). 
Forty years ago, there were only three imported stallions among the first 
twenty. 

What is the explanation for this eclipse of our native born breeding 
stock, and the corresponding triumph of the imported sires? In the first 
place, American breeders are inclined to rely on sheer speed as the major, 
if not the sole criterion in selecting sires. They are doubtless hopeful of 
producing a very high percentage of two year old winners, thereby reduc- 
ing the amount of working capital needed to operate a racing stable. This 
is largely an illusion in that, year after year, almost no sires will produce 
more than 30% two year old winners. 

The other side of the coin is the eight imported sires among the first 
ten. In 1958 only one, *Windy City, could be considered a pure “speed” 
horse. Even this is not certain, for *Windy City raced so little after his 
two year old form, that his distance limitations were not clearly estab- 
lished. 

Obviously sires should be selected on the basis of what is likely to 
produce the highest average earnings per foal, coupled with a good chance 
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of hitting the pot of gold at the end 
of the rainbow with a Round Table, 
Nashua or Citation. Sprinters sire 
such horses so rarely that they can 
be eliminated from calculations of 
probability. 

It is time that American breeders 
had a hard look at what they are 
doing, and at the needless millions 
they are pouring into the pockets of 
foreign breeders as a consequence 
of their own folly and short sighted- 
ness. 

If foreign breeders can produce 
and select breeding stock on the 
basis of speed plus stamina, Ameri- 
can breeders can also do it. When 
are they going to begin?

That was sent by Bessie Chandler (a 
proficient meter handler), not to Whittier 
nor Greeley, but to Mrs. T. Carlyle. 

Not all letters are as flattering as the 
one Mrs. Carlyle received from her 
friend, but most missives are interesting. 

If you happen to be a writer or editor 
specializing in a particular field, some 
not-too-well-informed folk conclude you 
are an authority and ply you with questions. 

I never set ’em wise; just look into 
the books, get the answers and fire back 
the replies like the smarties on quiz 
programs. (Didn’t they get help, too?) 

Some questions come by phone. Ordin- 
arily, it isn’t convenient to drop every- 
thing to conduct emergency research, but 
if a fellow uses the right name he’s got 
me working for him. 

The other day .a gent called and an- 
nounced, ‘*This is Mr. Cassidy. Can you 
tell me if High Quest was in the money in 
the 1934 Kentucky Derby?”’ 

Wondering whether it was Wendall, 
Marshall or George, I reached for Brownie 
Leach’s annual which tells everything 
about every Kentucky Derby, and ina mat- 
ter of seconds gave a brief report. This 
included the answer to the question - that 
High Quest wasn’t in the race - and a 
couple of touches that could have been 
added only by an expert. 

“‘Thanks,’” the guy said. “‘l win my 
bet.”” 

I don’t think it was Wendall, Marshall 
or George. 

Most of the questions in the letters 
can be answered if you have enough books 
and sufficient time. Those that require 


hours of tedious research I refer to Joe 
Estes, John I, Day or Haden Kirkpatrick, 
who have learned to hate me. 

Occasionally, there comes a question 
that is a pleasure to answer. No books 
required, like: ‘‘May anyone buy a horse at 
a yearling sale?” 

Among the more difficult have been: 
‘*What procedures are followed in training 
a racehorse?”’ and ‘*Will success spoil 
Bill Hartack?”’ 


The Answers 

For answers to these two, I recom- 
mended the authors, Preston Burch and 
Keene Daingerfield, and Mike Barry, ed- 
itor of the Kentucky Irish-American. 
Messrs. Burch and Daingerfield know all 
about horses and Mr. Barry has made a 
study of Hartack, 

Sometimes correspondents reveal the 
economic condition of their families. A 
young lady confessed, ‘‘I would like to own 
a racehorse, but my father can’t afford 
one. Is there a contest in which the prize 
is a racehorse?”’ 

Without expressing my opinion of a 
father who would deprive his child of the 
pleasure of owning a racehorse just be- 
cause he couldn’t afford it, lexplained that 
there was such a contest and that this 
girl’s chance was as good as anybody’s - 
a Quarter of a million to one. 

A query that startled me slightly was: 
‘‘Was Man o’War born in East Liverpool, 
Ohio?” 

Perhaps the most unusual was from a 
beauty parlor operator who wished to be- 
come a trainer. He did not mind getting up 
early in the morning, but, he said, his 
services would be available only on Sun- 
days and Mondays, he must be placed on 
the payroll and enjoy the benefits of em- 
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ployees’ insurance, etc. 

He added a PS, ‘*I do not intend to 
leave my business until I know enough to 
be a trainer.’* That letter, incidentally, 
began, ‘‘Dear Editor’s Note - °° 

“‘Editor’s Note’’, as everyone knows, 
is a character who answers questions on 
the letter page.

Baron Long 

Mr. Long, like Monsieur Pierre Oller 
(father of the pari-mutuels) had found that 
dealing with bookmakers could become 
irksome. Also like M. Oller, Mr. Long 
decided to do something about it. While 
the French perfume manufacturer’s meth- 
od of punishment was strung out over a 
long period that ended in virtual ex- 
tinction for the layers, Mr. Long’s was 
like the thrust of a sword. He left ’em 
lying all over the place, bleeding from 
deep wounds in their wallets. 

A devotee of the Turf, a horse owner 
and vice-president of the Agua Caliente 
Jockey Club, Long often had ground his 
teeth over the acts of bookies.

TRAVELLING TOMY 

Just to show you that you can never 
tell which way the cookie will crumble, 
the second best two-year-old of 1958 
was bought more as an afterthought than 
as a race horse. His name is *Tomy Lee 
and there are some who will contend that 
he was the best two-year-old of 1958, 
aithough that thesis would be hard to sub- 
stantiate since First Landing beat him not 
far but clearly in The Garden State after 
a questionable decision for First Landing 
in the Champagne. 

Fred Turner bought himself a Tulyar 
colt, *Tuleg for $25,000 at the New Market 
sales. Mr. Turner wanted a travelling 
companion for his high-priced purchase so 
he bought *Tomy Lee for $6,720 just to 
come along for the ride. Of course *Tomy 
Lee’s sire, Tudor Minstrel, and his in- 
breeding to Hyperion didn’t do anything 
to scare Mr. Turner away. But, the pur- 
chase of *Tomy Lee was, toa large extent, 
of those ‘‘might as well” things with *Tuleg 
being the big gun. 

*Tuleg has never raced because of a

Eighty-four Thoroughbred stallions 
will make the 1959 stud season in Mary- 
land, marking a decrease of six in the 
number comprising the 1958 roster. New- 
comers to the list are Kinda Smart, 
Dark Ruler, Quarter Deck, Jabneh, Frosty 
Whirl, Irritate and Parlor Pink, 

Before outlining the qualifications of 
the new stallions, however, it might be 
well to pause briefly and recount changes 
which transpired in the past year. 


Necrology 

The Free State breeding industry 
suffered a grevious loss last August 28 
when Alfred G, Vanderbilt’s Discovery 
was put to sleep. The 27-year-old progen- 
itor had suffered a heart attack several 
years ago, and this condition, compounded 
by the infirmities of his age, dictated 
a merciful end to spare the fabled weight- 
carrier of the °30’s further suffering. 

Discovery, which had sired winners 
of approximately $6,000,000 while proving 
to be one of America’s great brood- 
mare sires, had reigned as the premier 
stallion in Maryland ever since the death 
of *Challenger II at Glade Valley Farm 
in December, 1948, 

The only consolation in Discovery’s 
loss to Maryland is that his grandson 


Native Dancer has shown promise of 
furnishing out into a stallion of first 
quality. From his first crop of two- 
year-olds (1958), Native Dancer was 
represented by four of his sons and 
daughters on the Experimental Free Hand- 
icap. Only one other sire in the country, 
Christopher T, Chenery’s Hill Prince, 
made a better showing. 

Another notable loss during 1958 was 
that of the Widener winner, The Rhymer. 
The 20-year-old son of *St. Germans- 
Rhythmic, by *Royal Minstrel, was a 
victim of a tragic fire which ravaged 
the farm of Elmer L. and Louis P. 
Morsberger in Catonsville, November 28. 
The following day The Rhymer’s finest 
son, Vertex, won the $50,000 Pimlico 
Special to gain his third straight stakes 
victory. The Rhymer, which had been given 
to the Morsbergers only a few months 
previous by his former owner, Samuel 
M. Pistorio, also is the sire of the 1958 
stakes winner Snommis. 

Among other deaths in 1958 were those 
of *Abbe Pierre, High Lea, Pharanor 
and Sporting Guy. *Abbe Pierre and High 
Lea, both of which had stood at Elray 
Farm, were humanely destroyed due to 
infirmities prior to the dispersal of the 
late G, Ray Bryson’s racing and breeding 
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stock, 


Relocations 

*Acramitis, *Advocate, *Fairforall, 
Free France, Colonel Mike, King’s Stride, 
Parnassus, *Radiate II and *Shahpoor 
have been moved out of state. *Acramitis 
and *Advocate are making the 1959 stud 
season in Pennsylvania. Colonel Mike, 
sire of the 1958 stakes winners Movitave 
and Mickey Boy, has been returned to 
Meadowville Farm, Warrenton, Virginia. 
*Fairforall and Parnassus also moved to 
the Old Dominion. The former has taken 
up residence at James Edwards’ Audley 
Farm; the latter has been placed in duty 
at Hubert Phipps’ Rockburn Stud, Mar- 
shall. 

The 18-year-old Man o’ War stallion 
Free France, sold to C, A. Petrillo at 
the Bryson sale, is standing in Delaware. 
King’s Stride has been returned to Florida. 
*Radiate II, son of Hyperion, serves at 
the L. E. Morris farm, Collinsville, 
Illinois. *Shahpoor, three-quarter brother 
to *Alibhai, is now at B. A. Dario’s 
Rhode Island nursery.

“‘For years,” he growled, ‘‘I’ve seen 
*em send the bettors’ money back to the 
track to cut down the prices. Once, I had 
to take one to ten on a five-to-one shot. 

Long waited for a sure thing and let 
go with his broadside. 

He wagered $1,000 with a bookie he 
particularly wished to punish and then took 
his bankroll to the track. 

Linden Tree was the horse he liked, 
and a few minutes before post time, that 
promising two-year-old was down to 1 to 
3 on the board, 

Then Mr. Long dumped $3,500 into the 
pool. There was an entry of his own on 
which he bet, but, in the investigation that 
followed, it was revealed that money had 
been spread all over the board - except 
on Linden Tree - at the last minute. 

This action in other directions made a 
9.70-to-1 shot out of Linden Tree. He 
paid $21.40 to win, $2.60 to place and 
$2.20 to show. Of course, Mr. Long got 
satisfaction from his bookie, but few others 
did. The ‘‘news bureau” that supplied 
results to the books, ordered the layers 
to pay off at 1 to 3, and to ignore the 
price hung up at the track, 

The ‘‘Daily Racing Form”, something 
less than the respected journal itis today, 
left blank spaces in the chart after Linden 
Tree’s name, but printed the prices onthe 
place and show horses.

A total of two dozen new stud recruits 
had been listed to stand in Kentucky during 
1959 by the first of the year. There will 
probably be a few more late additions to 
the stallion roster before the breeding 
season Closes. 

The group includes 19 horses entering 
stud for the first time; two established 
sires imported from England and Aus- 
tralia; and three stallions moved to 
Kentucky from Florida, Illinois and Vir- 
ginia. 

Enough variety to suit almost any taste 
and purse may be found among these 
Kentucky stud newcomers.

The Agua Caliente Jockey Club, in the 
interest of good sportsmanship, gave the 
bounce to Mr. Long’s horses. The stewards 
announced that he had committed ‘‘acts 
prejudicial to the best interests of racing.” 

Mr. Long’s act didn’t hurt anybody 
but illegally operating bookies, and it was 
beneficial to those who wagered on Linden 
Tree, at the track, but the officials weren’t 
going to let a horse-player get away with 
any shenanigans. 

Baron Long immediately sold all his 
horses and breeding stock and announced 
that he was getting out of the game 
**forever”’. 

The stewards claimed they hadn’t ruled 
him off for his mutuels ‘‘build-up” , but 
for betting against his own horses. 

It seemed to be a pretty good reason, 
and it removed a fellow that might be 
dangerous to bookies.
